“TT is not the October Revolution thar 

is being celebrated all over the 
U.S.S.R. this week; what is being cele- 
brated is Soviet power. For the Russian 
people the Revolution is no more than a 
distant and rousing chapter in their 
history, having no more bearing on the 
present than other turning - points long 
past. 

It is only the Soviet . government 
which attaches mystical importance to 
the commemoration of an upheaval to 
which its authority is owed. 

Among the great crowds making 

jubilee holiday will be many harboring 
bitterness against. that authority, many 
secret and contemptuous deriders | of 
official humbug, some who still mourn 
the dissipation of a noble dream. These 
last will not communicate their feelings; 
indeed™#=they tried to do so they would 
not be understood. In a certain sense we 
in the West are closer to the events of 
1917 than the Russians themselves. For 
them 1917 meant hope, which soon died; 
for us it meafit fear, which persists. 
__ There are new hopes today in Russia, 
some splendid, none having much-to do 
with Lenin. The standard bearers of 
these hopes, are mostly young. Some call 
themselves Communists, and belong to 
the-party; some. do not. All are-more 
interested in the future than in the past. 
They want to improve Soviet society, and 
make it more equitable and just, less 
oppressive, less currupt. But they do not 
want to return to the primitive certain- 
ties of Lenin. i 


A Gap to Bridge 


They want, like all rebels everywhere, 
to bridge the gap ‘etween reality and 
official pretence. They dccept the broad 
framework of society; they can conceive 
of no other. They do not know — how 
can they?— that, for example, the social 
services of Britain, developed from a 
capitalist base with no violent revolution, 
are largely in advance of their own. 
that our material amenities 
are far ahead of theirs; never mind, 
they. will have those, too, one day. But

A Chronicle 
Of Great Events 


The occasion for these re- 
flections was Sukhanov’s 
“Notes on the Revolution,” a 
garrulous, enchanting chron- 
icle of the great events by one 
who, though considering him- 
self a militant Marxist, could 
not accept the great October. 

Here was an echo of the 
taunts and warnings which 
Plekhanov, Martov, and 
others had expressed before 
the Bolsheviks had embarked 
on their great adventure. 

Russia was not civilized 
enough, her economy was not 
far enough advanced for her 
to embark on the path toward 
socialism. If the Russian 
proletariat tried to take power 
prematurely, it would only 
disgrace itself, and so on.- 

The great strategist of the 
revolution had then made 
light of such warnings. But 
now it was January, 1923; and 
Lenin was lying semi- 
paralyzed, a virtual prisoner 
of-the politburo, forbidden to 
engage in any political 
activity, A few days before, 
he -had written a memoran- 
dum containing a scathing 
characterization of his event- 
ual successor, Stalin. 

His illness accentuated his 
fears for the future; the party 
he had built up was in the 
hands .of quarrelling oli- 
garchs; bureaucratism and 
Russian chauvinism were 
already encrusting the whole 
machinery of the Soviet state. 


Bureaucratic Rot 
-And Despotism 


Where all those phenomena 
accidental, or a function of 
personalities, or was the ex- 
planation more fundamental? 
Was the decision of 1917 
somehow responsible for the 
bureaucratic rot and oppres- 
sion of 1923? 

Here there is a cri de coeur 
from Lenin:.what else could 
we have done?. 

He writes-almost- inco- 
herently: ‘“‘What if the com- 
plete hopelessness. of _ the 
situation having by the same 
token increased- the strength 
of the workers and peasants 
tenfold, opened for us the 
possibility of laying the 
foundations of civilization in.a 
different way from all. other 
Western European countries? 

But the meaning is clear 
enough: Yes, the revolution 
was a departure from the 
canons of orthodoxy. It was 
compounded of despair and of 
a unique opportunity. If 
spurned by the Bolsheviks, 
this opportunity might not 
have come again.

Amazed By 
Squeamishness 


They, in turn, could only be 
amazed by such squeamish- 
ness in the man who had 
sanctioned revolutionary 
terror and who, when well, 
us quote approvingly that 
one does not enter the realm 
of the revolution in white 
gloves and on a polished floor. 

Lenin succeeds at least on 
paper, in reassuring himself. 
Yes, the decision of October, 
1917, was the correct one. 
Napoleon has. rightly pro- 
claimed: ‘On s’engage et puis 
on voit.”’ 

And if those Menshevik 
pedants are shocked by the 
Russian revolution, let them 
just wait. They will see how 
“. .. new revolutions in the 
much more populous and 
socially much «different 
countries of the East will 
display even more singular 
characteristics than the Rus-~ 
sian revolution-’’

struck by Lenin’s evaluation 
of the great event, 

The revolution was not a 
triumphant entry into the 
promised land. It was the 
beginning of a long and 
tedious process of laying down 
the cultural foundations on 
which could be built bases for 
the development of socialism. 

But apart from this attempt 
to fit the Russian revolution 
into the scheme of Marxism, 
Lenin suggests that, Marxism 
or no Marxism, the world was 
facing revolutionary surge. 

Other societies, still-- less 
ripe for socialism according 
to the Marxist timetable, than 
Russia had been in 1917 would 
go through cataclysms the 
likes of which orthodox Marx- 
ists could not even imagine, 

That part of his prophecy 
has certainly been verified 
and is the source of Lenin’s 
successors’ most vexing 
dilemma on this 50th anni- 
versary of the revolution. 


Stalin Rephrased 
The Question 


Stalin is not usually credited 
with a penchant for ideologi- 
eal introspection. But shortly 
before his death he rephrased 
Lenin’s question: and reverted 
tp the then distant events of 
1917: 

“What should the prole- 
tariat and its party do in a 
country—inecluding our 
country—where conditions 
favor seizure of power by the 
proletariat and the overthrow 
of capitalism ... but where 
agriculture, despite the 
growth of capitalism, still 
remains so scattered among 
numerous small and medium 
owner-producers that there 
appears no-possibility of rais- 
ing the question of expropriat- 
ing these producers?” 

And Stalin-~ answers, 
attributing his solution of the 
problem to Lenin: 

“Favorable conditions for 
seizure of power by the 
proletariat should not be

company’s market area, extending from 
Vancouver to the Lakehead: One of the most 


allowed to slip by; power 
should be seized without wait- 
ing for the time when capital- 
ism contrives to ruin the 
tnany millions of small and

As to the original diffficulty, 
Stalin. piously rejects the 
forcible solution, i.e., ‘‘expro- 
priating the small and middle 
producers in the countryside 
and socializing their means of 
production.” Yet that is pre- 
cisely what he did in his 
forced collectivization. 


Could He So 


Deceive Himself? 


Is it credible that he could 
deceive himself in 1952 to the 
point where he came to be- 
lieve that ‘collectivization had 


been a voluntary process? Yet - 


he could write about col- 
lectivization by force: 

“Marxists cannot agree to 
take this senseless and 
criminal course .! since 
such a course would under- 
mine every possibility of suc- 
cess of the proletarian revolu- 
tion and would drive the 
peasantry for a long time into 
the camp of enemies of the 
proletariat.” 

Thus both the maker~of the 
revolution and his successor 
-have__tried to soothe their 
ideological conscience and to 
fit the Bolshevik revolution 
into the Marxist scheme of 
things. It is interesting to 
note their different emphasis, 


Social Democrat 
Tradition. Stayed 


Lenin never emancipated 
himself entirely from the 
social democratic tradition. 


His continual use of ‘‘culture” 


and “civilization” is very 
characteristic. Once the 
necessary brutal task —had 
been accomplished;'-the sense 
of revolution had to be sought 
above all in changed human 
relations. 

In the first days of the 
Bolshevik regime, his self- 
delusion on this count was so 
great that he would often

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~repeat.in speeches, “‘For the 


first time in Russian history, 
the man with a rifle is not 
feared.” 

This. belief could not with- 
stand his» subsequent experi- 
ence as the ruler of Soviet 
Russia, But intermittently to 
the very end, he groped for the 
meaning of the revolution, not 
only in the great historical per- 


spective but also in the im-_ 


mediate human terms. 


Still Projected 
Dream of Future 


At the very end, when he 
saw that this element of 
“culture” was missing 
in the society he had created, 
he still projected his. dream . 
for the future: at least the 
foundations. for a more 
humane society had been laid. 
By curbing the party oli- 
garchs and by introducing 
simple proletarians into the 
central party organs, one 
eould save the Soviet system 
from bureaucracy and corrup- 
tion. 

And above all, the Bolshevik 
revolution had lit the beacon 
of hope for those Eastern 
countries for which the ortho- 
dox Marxist would have de- 
creed patient endurance’ of 
further decades of oppres- 
sion and backwardness, The 
revolution had not turned out 
to be what it had promised in 
1917, but it freed Marxism 
from a fatalistic bondage to 
the assumed laws of history 
and restored to the doctrine, 
and.to the millions of people 
who followed it, militance and 
hope. 


Chance to Seize 


Power Is Taken 

For Stalin, the_retrospective 
justification of the revolution 
was much more mechanical in 
nature. There is no heart- 
searching inquiry into the 
“cultural” meaning of the 
event, into its human implica- 
tions for the rulers and the 
ruled. One could not let a 
favorable opportunity of seiz- 
ing power slip by. ; 

Power meant the ability to 
perform huge tasks of social 
engineering, tasks which the 
orthodox Marxists would 
await dully: for history to 
perform for them. 

An efficient organization of 
society and technological 
progress—those were the 
goals which justified the revo- 
lution, _just as they have. 
justified the “criminal 
course” he took in liquidating 
the indivdual peasant holdings. 

Who could have asked for 
more at that stage of history?

40,000 Leaflets Later

Every Saturday at 1 p.m., 
35 or more persons. gather 
quietly on the east side of 
Douglas near View for @ 
weekly ‘‘peace vigil.”” 

The vigil had special signifi- 
cance on Saturday. It was the 
52nd. 

One hear ago a group” of 
ordinary. citizens banded ' to- 
gether to form the Victoria 
Citizens for Peace in Viet- 


nam. 
A mixed group of students, 
civil “servants, workingmen, 


clergy and pensioners, they 
decided to hold weekly vigils 
on a busy downtown. street to 
remind Victorians of the 
implications of the, war in 
Vietnam. 

Since November of 1966, in 
anyone’s terms, the war has 
become worse. Bombing mis- 
sions: have increased, the 
number of American service- 
men, in the area has in- 
creased, -North Vietnamese 
determination has not 
wavered, and peace seems as 
far away as ever. 


But the vigil in Victoria will 
continue. 

Committee chairman W. T. 
Lawson. puts it this way. 

“People all over the world 
opposed to war still ask the 
question what do you do? 

“We don’t have the answer, 
but we feel @ure vigil does 
have an impact. 

“We have distributed 40.000 
leaflets over the year. At the 
least, we have made many 
Victorians think about the role 
of Canada in the war.” 

Saturday, as ‘the _ partici- 
pants stood silently with anti- 
war signs, one man passed a 
leaflet to passers-by. 

The sheet was headed 
“What the War in Vietnam 
Means to’ You.”’ 

“Tt means higher prices, 
higher interest and mortgage 
rates, a threat to many jobs,” 
the leaflet proclaims. 

And it quotes The Financial 
Post to . substantiate the 
claim. 

For one of the goals of the 
vigil is to make Victorians 
tealize the depth of Canada’s 


involvement in the war.

But 
usually those who disagree 
either dismiss us as some 
communist plot, or have other 
fantastic ideas. : 


“Many believe Canadian 
troops and NATO are involved 
in the war.” 


Mr. Lawson emphasized the | 


war in Vietnam is the busi- 
ness of Victorians. 

“It is an inhuman and 
immoral. war with heavy 
civilian casualties. It could 
easily blow up into a world 
war. There is no doubt it is 
our business.” 


As he spoke, the normal 
cross-section of busy Saturday 
afternoon Victorians jostled 
by. Two youths in- blazers 
with military crests paused, 
shook their heads, uttered an 
audible ‘“‘tsk, tsk,"’ and -hur- 
ried on their way. 

“It’s frustrating all right," 
said Mr. Lawson, “and 
nobody has the answer to 
that. But it is satisfying to be 
doing this little bit and getting 
some response.”

Times Stal? Reporter 
VANCOUVER — Premier 
Benhett Saturday right told his 
party to forget the pleas for a 
national revival and concentrate 
all its efforts on sending a solid 
Socred contingent to Ottawa as 
spokesmen for B.C. 

In the keynote address wind- 
ing up the B.C. Social Credit 
ague’s convention here; Mr. 
tt appeared to write 
exhortations of Socred 
tt Leboe Howard J¢ 
Ston and fatienal president 

MLA Herb Bruch. 

In varying terms, all three 
had told the convention that 
they must work hard to unite 
the shattered national party in 
order to revive a drive to form 
the federal government. 

But Mr. Bennett gave the 
opposite. advice in his closing 
speech, 

“We've sowed too much time 
and effort on rocky soil, on a 
nation that’s not yet ready,” he 
said. 

“T would hope that we would 
concentrate our efforts in the 
next federal election on winning 
seats in B.C.” 

He said wasting time in 
Scattering efforts across a 
national scene was-to blame for 
jthe fact that there are only four 
Socred MPs in Ottawa. 

The “ground is fertile’ in 
B,C. and that’s where the effort 
should be placed he told the 
delegates who had just finished 
passing resolutions urging wider 
national efforts and renewed 
efforts to close the apparent 
breach between B.C. and Al- 
berta’s Socreds. 

“Take 22 or 23 members down 
jto Ottawa from B.C. and then 
|the House of Commons will 
listen to us,’’ Mr. Bennett said. 

“The work is _ here. 
harvest is ready if we apply 
ourselves.” 

Mr. Bennett urged his party 
to begin campaigning now to 
elect B.C. Socreds in the next 
federal vote. 

“This Social Credit govern- 
ment is keeping Canada solvent 
this very night,” he said. “My 
friends, tell it everywhere.” 

He reminded the convention 
of his Friday. call for self- 
discipline in wage and price 
increases and said B.C.'s fiscal 
policies under his administra- 
tion ‘‘stand alone as a beacon of 
light for the rest of Canada to 
follow.” 

Mr. Bennett decried the pro- 
jected $400 million deficit in 
Expo 67 as a “national dis- 
grace” and part of the Liberal 
government's mishandling of 
budget policies.

REVIEW SOUGHT 


Mr. Bonner told The Times 
his department has ordered its 
legal representative in Ottawa 
jto try to obtain a rare review 
by the Supreme Court of its own 
judgment and has launched a 
campaign to have the federal 
act unchanged, 

In the meantime, police have 
been requested, to mark time in 
prosecuting minor offences 
pending the outcome of the 
department’s efforts. 

“We've instructed our Ottawa 
counsel to explore the possibility 
of the Supreme Court reviewing 


its decision,” Mr. Bonner said. 

“Meanwhile, we have 
acquainted the police forces of 
the province with what we 
regard as the unfortunate state 
of the national law, 

“We have directed a 
slow” policy in prosecuting 
juveniles on minor or technical 
provincial and municipal regula- 
tions — for example riding a 
‘bicycle on a sidewalk or for 
failing to license it.” ‘

nical discussions for-revision of 
the juveni delinquents law 
already have been med with 
B.C. pressing for changes which 
would: protect youngsters from 
being judged as criminals in 


jsuch cases and would abolish 


permanent criminal records for 
juvenile offences. 

“It. is a monstrous thing to 
conceive that violating a muni- 
cipal bylaw leaves a national 
record of a crime on a

local records,"’ he said.
